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in the judging of cattle, horses, sheep 
and pigs which took place at the Royal 
Dublin Society’s Spring Show yesterday. 
The entries, as published in yesterday's 
Irish Times, were easily “better than a year 
ago, and it was gratifying to find that com- 
tition in most of the ‘leading classes was 
een. 

Shorthorns and Dairy Shorthorns together 
made the strongest display, and Mr. John 
Barnes and: Mr. J. Cameron, the judges, 
when asked for their views, replied :— 

“ Taking the Shorthorns all round, they 
were a credit to the country, and _ were 
probably one of the finest lots presented at 
; any show in these islands this year. In both 
ithe male and female classes, the older classes 
; were better than the younger animals. The 
male Shorthorn and the reserve male cham- 
pion were (wo bulls that would hold their 
own in any show yard. The female cham- 
pion was an exceptionally fine specimen of 
the breed, end was well brought out. Were 
it not tor some slight blemishes, this animal 
would have been an outstanding champion. 
The reserve female champion was also a 
very good matron of the breed. The cham- 
pion dairy bull, which is bred on beef lines, 
is a typically good dual purpose animal, 
and the female champion in this ‘class was 
also a fine type of what a dairy Shorthorn 
cow should be.”’ 

Aberdeen-Angus ‘cattle, with a total of 90, 
were stronger than last year, some of the 
best herds in the country being well repre- 
sented. Mr. J. Beddie, who acted as judge. 
said that there was a decided improvement 
all round. This was particularly so in the 
yearling heifers, in which both the entry 
and quality was especially satisfactory. The 
two-year-olds were a useful lot. Although, 
judging from the number of entries and the 
moderate standard, some of the heifers were 
forwarded~ for. sale—-rather- than exhibition, 
but the standard all round was uniformly 
excellent. Mr. R. C. Williams, Macroom, 
again had the distinction of taking a high

Rishworth, the judge, declared that the ex- 
hibits were excellent, the breed champion 
being shown by Mr. PB. O’Brien, Belclare, 
Co. Galway. 

Border Leicesters were scarcely as good as 
usual, although the winners were good,: and 
the champion hononrs again Went to Mr. R. 
W. Bell, Hillsborough, Co. Down. 

Among shortwools, the Rú for best group 
of Shrops went to the Cahir Estates Co., 
Co. Tipperary. The Open Championship 
Salver for best Suffolk was carried off by 
Messrs. J. McCulloch and Sons, Bally- 
boughal, Co. Dublin, with a home-bred 
shearling ewe. 

Pigs, with a total of 68 entries, made a 
much bigger display than last year, and in 
the opinion of Mr. Hallas, who awarded the 
prizes, showed a distinct improvement in 
quatity, This was particularly marked in 
the older boars, which included. the male 
champion, Mr. E. J. Clarke’s Aghamarta 
Bradbury, bred at the Albert Agricultural 
College. The same owner showed the cham- 
pion and reserve champion sow.

A YEAR OF ACHIEVEMENT 


Viscount Powerscourt, who made the pre- 
sentation, remarked that, when the history 
of the Royal Dublin Society is written, the 
year 1935 would stand out as a definite year 
of achievement Since the Great War, each 
year has seen some alterations to the pre- 
mises of the Society. They had usually been 
in the nature of catering for the public, but 
this year the alterations were an achievement 
for the country, to encourage industry and 
trade, 

“The idea of the Industries Fair first came 
from Mr. Lemass. He started it, and then 
we, members of the Royal Dublin Society, 
found it rather difficult to devise some plan 
to meet his idea, financially and from the 
point of view of accommodation. But, with 
the inventive brain of our Director, we found 
a plan to alter our buildings, and we are 
glad we did so. i 

“Science, art, industry and agriculture are 
the four things this Society has always stood 
for, and to-day we have proved our definite 
interest in industry.

It was stated that at the present time there 
is no pension scheme of any kind for nurses 
on retirement. The Union had for some time 

ast been trying to get-.a,grant from the 
Hospital ‘“Sweeps.”” A report and memoran- 
dum on this, it was stated, liad been for- 
warded to the Hospitals Commission, but a 
reply had not yet been received, and was 
not expected for some time. 

‘There were about fifty delegates and mem- 
bers’ present. Miss Healy, R.G.N., C.M.B., 
Dip.P.H., who presided, was re-elected Presi- 
dent for the coming year. 


THE REPORT 


The Hon. Secretary's report stated that 
the membership to date was 950, an increase 
of 52 over last year’s figure. A total of 154 
had, however, joined during the year, and the 
deficit was due to the fact that many mem- 
bers had lapsed, some had married or resigned, 
and with regret the report recorded the 
deaths of others, 

Attention was drawn to the fact that. mem- 
bers were allowing their contributions to fall 
into arrears, and an appeal was made for 
branch secretaries—to whose fine work grate- 
ful tribute was paid—to stress the point that 
contributions must be paid regularly. 

The post-graduate course for midwives was 
held with success in the: Rotinda Hospital 
last vear, and it was ‘hoped to hold it this 
year in the new National Maternity Hospital,

BRANCH REPORTS

AN EXPLANATION 


A further explanation of the new Italian 
mobilisation order was given to Reuter’s 
Diplomatic Correspondent in Italian circles 
in London last night. The Italo-Abyssinian 
situation, it was pointed out, has recently 
been steadily growing worse. At the same 
time it is claimed that Abyssinia has been 
buying arms on a large scale, and the 
Abyssinians are believed up to date to have 
4 700,000 men mobilised. 

In the meantime there has been a con- 
tinued series of small incidents, both on 
the Abyssinia-Somaliland and Abyssinia- 
Eritrea borders, responsibility for which 
has either been repudiated by the 
Abyssinian Government, or else the 
Government, apparently, has been unable 
to control situations on the frontier, Italy 
still is perfectly ready for a friendly settle- 
ment of the dispute, and to appoint 
members to the Conciliation Commission, 
but at the same time she has taken action 
in order to show that she is ready not 
merely to talk, but also to act.

R. SEAN MacENTEE will introduce 

Fianna Fail's. fourth “Budget on 
next Wednesday, May 15th. The fact 
that it is his fourth Budget,“and that he 
will endeavour to show that the last 
financial year ended with a. substantial 
surplus, has not made his task of deter- 
mining ways and means of balancing this 
year’s Budget any lighter. 

The prospects of any reduction in the 
heavy scale of Governmental expenditure 
of the past three years are anything but 
bright. Government policy, with its new 
schemes of social legislation involving 
fresh expenditure, and the continuance of 
what was regarded a year ago as only a 
temporary tariff war with Great Britain, 
have presented the Finance Minister with 
financial problems and burdens which he 
might well be pleased to pass on, through 
the medium of a general election, to 
broader shoulders. This wish, however, 
ia not to be consummated just yet, and 
a Budget must be presented no matter how 
unpleasant the outlook is, 


A LUXURY TAX” 


Mr. MacEntee wants more money, and 
where to levy it without “inflicting too 
great a hardship on the public has been 
his greatest concern and worry, Various 
schemes of taxation have been proposed 
to him, but most of them have been turned 
down on the question of the cost of ‘ad- 
ministration. One new plan for raising 
money has, however, received strong 
official support, and that is to levy a tax 
or excise duty on purchases. All purchases 
would not come within the scheme, but 
only those of luxury articles, such as 
jewellery, furs, cosmetics, motor cars and 
perfumes. The tax would also extend to 
cigarettes, cigars and tobacco. A small 
duty on the latter would, it is said, be 
sufficient to provide funds to finance the 
widows’ and orphans’ pensions scheme. 
More tariffs are naturally in the offing, 
and many modifications of existing duties 
will be proposed. It is believed that a tax

10n. 


THE COAL DUTY 


People are asking whether the coal duty 
of 5s. per ton will be removed. This seems 
guite unlikely, as so far no alternative 
source of revenue (the coal duty produces 
more than £500,000 a year) of the approxi- 
mate value of the coal duty has been. 
found. If the coal tax goes, it will be 
at the expense of the bounties payable in 
respect of agricultural exports. The ques- 
tion, therefore, is whether the townspeople 
or the farmers are to carry this impost. 
Fears are entertained that the stamp 
duty of 25 per cent. on the sweepstake 
moneys available for the hospitals may be 
increased by as much as 10 per cent., 
thereby ‘pie, § an additional sum in 
revenue of over £150,000. This is regarded 
as ‘‘easy’’-money, and the collection of 
it presents no difficulty. Further, it does 
not reduce the prize money in any way. 
As explained in the special article in 
the Irish Times of the 17th April giving 
a comparison of Free State and British 
tax liabilities, taxation of the incomes of 
Free State residents is in many respects 
still lower than the corresponding taxa- 
tion in Great Britain, and for that reason 
the existing income tax and surtax rates 
and allowances are not likely to be dis- 
turbed. | : 


CONCESSION TO STOCK- 
BROKERS 


Some stamp duty concession to stock- 
brokers is likely to be forthcoming. It 
has been represented to the Government 
that concessions correspondigg to those 
given across the Channel should be ex- 
tended here, so that a stimulant may be 
given to the expansion of the stock 
markets in this country. The result of 
the concession sought may lead to the 
appearance of “‘jobbers ” in this country.
